SELECTMEN’S MEETING 
May 23, 2017 


Present: The full Board of Selectmen was present.

Water/Sewer Rates 

After a presentation by the Finance Director and DPW Director, the Selectmen discussed the 
recommendations for increases in the water/sewer rates. Selectman Joyce spoke about the need 
to pay close attention to the 50 million in water capital projects looming in our near future. She 
felt it was critical and prudent to build up the reserves as much as possible. 

The Board will review all the information and place it on their next agenda. 

DPW Director Jonathan Beder also promoted that DPW Day would be the upcoming Thursday at 
the Library from 10-2 pm.
